95 Cousties 
Represented At 
Western Michigan 


A check of the fall enrollment 
at Western Michigan College at 
‘Kalamazoo reveals that 75 of 
Michigan’s 83 counties are re- 
presented in the regular under- 
graduate student body. 

The undergraduate’ enroll- 
ment this fall totals 5,285, with 
465 graduate students also on 
campus, for a total enrollment 
of 5,750. In addition, Western 
Michigan serves another 1,814 
students through its field ser- 
vice division, for a grand total. 
enrollment of 1,564. This fig- 
wre is about 12 per cent above 
the 6,630 enrolled last year, and 
the on-campus enrollment is up 
11 per cent from the 5,104 of 
1954,

A Michigan State Police re- 
eruiting team will visit East Jor- 
dan on Wednesday, November 
16, to interview applicants in 
connection with the current 
drive to obtain 200. additional 
troopers authorized by the spe- 
cial session of the legislature. 

The team will be located at 
the City Hall from 7:00 p.m. to 
9:00 p.m. Its members will be 
Troopers Howard Countryman 
and Trooper Donal Mellen of 
the Gaylord Post. 

Of particular interest to 
young men is a new salary in- . 
crease approved by the State Ci- 
vil Service Commission. Train- 
ing school pay has been raised to- 
equal that received the first year 
by a full fledged trooper and 
there is also a general increase 
covering all brackets. : 

The range is $151 every two 
weeks, beginning with training 
school, up to a maximum of $192 
in the trooper ranks. Likewise, 
the miximum is attained at the 
end of four years, or a year less 
than formerly. In the past, train- 
ing school pay has been $116. 

In addition to salaries, troop- 
ers receive approximately $75 a - 

. month for subsistence. They also 
are given their uniforms and 
traveling expenses and two paid 
vacations a year. 

To be eligible, a candidate’ 
must be between 21 and 29 years 
of age, inclusive, not less than 
five feet, nine inches in height * 
and in good physical condition. 
He must be of good character 
_and have a high school education 
or its equivalent. Married as well 
as single men are accepted. 

“The .visit of the recruiting 
team has been especially arran- 
ged so that young men may learn 
at first hand what a real oppor- 
tunity this is to join in a career 
service,” said Sgt. Oscar M, An- 
derson, commander of the Gay-- 
lord Post. “They. may also in- 
‘quire at any. State Police Post 
or talk to any State Police of- 
ficer. But the recruiting team vi- 
sit is for their convenience.” 

Applications must be in by 
November 30. If sent by mail to - 
the Civil Service Commission in 
Lansing and postmarked by mid- 
night of that date, they will still 
be accepted. 

The recruits will. be trained 
and put into service as quickly 
as possible.

America has its own iron curtain, Norman E. Isaacs said in a 
address before a Southwestern Journalism forum. - 

Mr. Isaacs, managing editor of the Louisville -Times,:pointed an 
accusing finger.at government officials who have, he said, suppres- 
sed news that the people have a right to know. 

“Never before in the nation’s history have we faced such an ap- 
palling degree of governmental censorship as exists at this very mo- 
ment,” Mr. Isaacs said. j 

The Louisville newspaperman was a principal speaker at the Jour- 
nalism forum, held at Southern Methodist university. 

Reviewing actions. of those in. journalism. who have tried to stop 


news suppression, Mr. Isaacs said they have not suceeeded in really: 


arousing the citizens of this country. 

“What victories we have won,” he said, “have been in the main 
little ones. And they will continue to be little ones until we can shake 
up and wake up every publisher and‘every editor to the terrible evil 
.. that we battle against. 

“Do the people of the United States know that we have a sys- 
tem of governmental censorship in effect—a steadily creeping cen- 
sorship—-one which daily deprives them of inroation which they 
must have if they are to make intelligent decisions? 

*T do not believe that they do know it—and the fault is largely 

:. that of newspapers and newspaper executives who seem to think 
that these are trifling matters and of no deep concern to the people.” 

It is time, Mr.-Isaacs stressed, that the people learn how much 
news is restricted by the government. : : 

Referring to: Executive Order 10 209, issued by former President 
Truman, and the present Executive Order 10 501, issued by Presi- 


dent Eisenhower, Mr. Isaacs said both orders have encouraged hea- 


vy classification of documents.. 

Listing 17 departments of the government that continue to sup- 
press news through ¢lassification, Mr. Isaacs said “The Executive 
Order under which they operate in this manner provides no penalty 
whatever for abuse of these powers to conceal or withhold informa 
tion that could safely be released.” . :

East Jordan School To Receive 
Over $8,000 For Teachers’ Pay 


Results of the state legislat- 
ure’s special session has been to 
provide additional state money 
for school teachers, with East 
Jordan receiving a total of $8,- 
271.00 
* Based upon $9.00 per pupil 
East Jordan’s share of the new 
state school teachers’ money 
would mean about $250 each if 
it were to be divided evenly am- 
ong the 33 local teachers. 

The state money, earmarked 
for wage boosts, will be distri- 
buted to local school districts on 
the basis of $9.00 per pupil. Lo- 
cal school boards will be permit- 
ted to fix the size of the pay in- 
Lereases, contrary to Gov. Wil- 
liams’ recommendation for a mi- 
nimum increase of $200 a year 
for every teacher. .

ound the state have adopted a 
“wait see” attitude toward dis- 
tribution of the state funds. 
Some are wondering if they

On the basis of these reports 
plus reams of publicity that get 
a thorough scanning, Coach 
Buddy Parker and his staff make 
up a list of positions they want 
bolstered and the players they 
desire to bolster them. 

Armed with this valuable list, 
over which many careful hours 
are spent, General Manager Nick 
Kerbaway and other Lions brass 
attend the annual draft meeting.

PAID IN TWELFTHS 

The players contract calls for 
him to make the team before he 
receives a salary. Even then, he 
receives only one-twelfth of the 
total every Monday morning, 
following the game the day be- 
fore. Thus, if a player’s contract 
calls for $6,000 per season, he 
gets $5.00 each Monday. . 

However, 25 per cent, of this 
amount‘ is held back until the 
end of the season, thereby pre- 
venting some of the younger 
players from squandering more 
money than they’ve ever seen 
before. All the withheld money 
is paid in a lump sum at the end 
of the season.

Notes... 


Mouse time is here again. 

Mice can do great damage to 
fruit trees during the winter. To 
young or old trees, but espec- 
jally young trees, for trees just 
planted or spring planted. Sou 
mounded up around the trunks 
works fairly well. Older trees 
and especially those in sod and 
straw mulch should have wire 


‘screens around their trunks. 


‘Besides the screens we supple- 


. ment poisoned oats and apply a 


handful on two sides of the tree. 
That is, we carry a pitch fork 
and lift up the mulch in order 
to place the oats under the 
mulch. Mice are very curious 
and look for new things and us- 
ually find the oats. 

Our trees usually come thru 
in good shape under this plan. 
Where snow drifts deep, it is a 
good plan to tromp it down dur- 
ing a thaw so as to make an icy 
crust. Where the snow is extra 
deep the mice sometimes crawls 
up the trunk and feeds on the 


. limbs. 


For rabbits keep some young 
trimmings scattered about for 
them to feed upon and in some 
cp green apples or cull ap- 
ples.
